j the ups and downs that may plague the 
I market for particular products. 

For two'or three decades U. S. Industry has 
seen numerous enterprisers reach out to em- 
brace Clearly related activities, extending 
back either to raw material output or forward 
to the making of finished goods. For example, 
a steel company long ago set up a prefabri- 
cated housing division, hoping to promote the 
wide sale of factory-made steel houses. 

But the current trend is different. It has 
made of many corporations a broad patch- 
work of activities whose only tie Is the fact

Actually, at SO It will contain 
twice as much molslure tlian at 70;
